this morning 11-year-old Frank For­

He 
is suffering from concussion of the 
brain, but indications are favorable 
for his recovery.

One of them kicked him out of 
the path of the heavily loaded wagon 
and this likely saved his life. 
The

The soldiers stopped the mules as 
quickly as they could, and men from 
other army wagons also hurried to 
the boy who was lying senseless in 
the roadway. Children, playing near­ 
by, told the men where little Frank 
lived and they tenderly carried him 
to his home where a physician was 
called. 
It was found, after thorough ex­ 
amination. that the skull had not 
been fractured but th**re were eviden­ 
ces of concussion.
